and" a fight soon developed. 
Burks 
stated that he was attacked and Kalk- 
er pushed a revolvr against his ribs 
and threatened to pull the trigger if 
he moved an inch. 
Saunders came 


to his assistance and he was assail- 
ed. Both presented evidence of hav- 
ing been roughly handled, especially 
Burks. 
His face was scarred badly 


and one of his eyes blackened. 
Saun,- 


ders also bore some bruises. 
In giving his version, Walker testi- 


fied that he was giving an entertain-, 
ment and that all hands were dancing 
when the two men, who were not in- 
vited, arrived. 
He says that they 


were drunk when they came and that 
he pleasantly asked them to leave the 
room and go out onto the porch. He 
claims tb.at they used some vulgar 
and threatening language and that 
he then procedeed to put them out 
and after getting them on the porch, 
one of them tried to cut Percy At- 
kins and the fight started in proper. 
He^denied^ that Craig or Denton, were 
involved, although Burks and Saun- 
ders testified that they also attacked 
them*. 
Police officers were called and the 
situation was soon calm, again. 


The statement of Saunders and 
Burks was used as evidence against 
Walker on another charge of selling 
ardent spirits. 
They testified that 


they went there solely for the pur- 
pose of getting the whisky, and that 
Walker 
poured them out a drink 


apiece from a fruit Jar and that Burks 
gave him a dollar bill for the two 
drinks 
Walker denied emphatically 
that he gave the men any whisky, or 
that there was any in the house. Hav- 
ing taken the testimony of Burks and 
Saunders, they were recognized for 
their appearance before the grand 
jury and the case was set for trial 
next Thursday.

EVADE ALIEX H1WS 


GALVESTON; Tex.. April 17.—The 
immigration laws of the United States 
are being evaded by alien sailors, ac- 
cording to local customs officials. The 
LaFollette act is the loophole. 
This measure allows alien sailors 
shore leaves while waiting for their 
vessel to reship. and should they miss 
their boat, the law allows 60 days 
to sign upon^another vessel or arrange 
passage to the native country, or 
qualify under the immigration law. 
Before passage of 
the 
LaFollette 
measure, alien sailors were not allowed 
to leave their vessels in American 
ports. 
Getting shore 
leave, numbers of 
foreign sailors ha\-e been reported 
missing. They gain the inland, where 
it is impossible to check up on them— 
hence they beat the law, customs of- 
ficials report. 
During 1921. approximately 2.000 
foreign sailors were reported to have 
"jumped" their ships and gained un- 
registered admission to this country 
at the various ports, government rec- 
ords show. 
In the case of Chinese sailors, who 
are required to furnish cash bonds of 
$500 each, bonds of approximately 
$56.000 had been forfeited at the va- 
rious ports.
